1 . After a further search and a thorough examination of the present application and 
in light of the Applicant's arguments and in light of the prior art made of record, claims 1 - 
36 are found to be in condition for allowance. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

The claims are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited reference taken 
individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose a three dimensional display 
comprising a two dimensional display and a lenticular sheet provided on the two 
dimensional display having a plurality of cylindrical lenses through which color subpixels 
a viewed and are arranged in parallel with one another, wherein when a pitch of two 
color subpixels in the horizontal direction is p x , a pitch of the color subpixels in the 
vertical direction is p y , and a color subpixel group constituting one three-dimensional 
pixel includes 3MxN number of color subpixels where 3M is the number of color 
subpixels in each row corresponding to one of the cylindrical lenses and N is the 
number of color subpixels in each column corresponding to one of the cylindrical lenses, 
a relationship, 0 = tan- 1 (3p x /NP y ) is satisfied. 

The closest prior art of record (van Berkel et al. US Patent no. 6,064,424) teaches a 
similar three-dimensional display, however, van Berkel fails to teach or suggest 
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"a pitch of two color subpixels in the horizontal direction is p x , a pitch of the color subpixels in 
the vertical direction is p y , and a color subpixel group constituting one three-dimensional pixel 
includes 3MxN number of color subpixels where 3M is the number of color subpixels in each row 
corresponding to one of the cylindrical lenses and N is the number of color subpixels in each 
column corresponding to one of the cylindrical lenses, a relationship, 0 = tan- 1 (3p x /NPy) is 
satisfied. "As claimed. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Brown et al. (US Patent no. 6,859,240) teaches autostereoscopic display. 
Fukushima et al. (US Patent no. 7,787,008) teaches three-dimensional image display 
device. 

Tanaka et al. (US Patent no. 5,633,737) teaches projection-type color liquid display 
having two micro lens array.
